legos or universities or in technical and 
•\ot-atipiirtl schools. A major part of the 
ovrr-al! problem is that this percentage has 
constantly climbed. Only two generations 
asn about 5 per cent of those of col- 
lee"" <i£C actually enrolled. Nationally now 
fie f.aire is almost half. By 1980 it is ex- 
pected to be close to 60 per cent. 


Admirers of the good old days may com- 


plain that some young people are merely- 
looking for a country club existence, can't 
make up their minds about what they want 
to do and so are marking time in a univer- 
sity, have things too easy in that they don't 
have to get out and support their aged 
parents by earning a good living, and gen- 
erally are soft and complacent There is a 
hint of truth in all of this. But it is not 
the whole story at all. 


In the first place, our employment re- 


quirements today list more education as 
essential. This is true of technical positions 
in our highly technical and complex society. 
But it is also true of the young men and 
women in other employment. A teacher 
back in 1900 could perform adequately in 
Wisconsin elementary schools after one 
year in a normal school But today the re- 
quirement of four years of college and a 
bachelor's degree is based upon the need 
for highly educated classroom teachers to 
lead increasingly sophisticated youngsters 
in school. Children may have superficial 
ideas and a lack of understanding of what 
to do with them but they have already di- 
gested a far wider knowledge of the world 
even when entering kindergarten than did 
their parents or grandparents. They no 


longer must merely be given the facts but 
help in finding out what to do with them. 


Employers looking for future execu- 


tives now often want college graduates 
with advanced degrees and not only in a 
subject related to the particular industry. 
The ditch digger of today needs training in 
operating machines, not merely a strong 
back and a shovel. 


The American policy of free public 


education, coupled with the availability of 
free land in the early years of our history. 
\\&s probably the major single factor in 
American 
material progress. 
Extending 


that policy indefinitely into college and 
graduate work may be too heavy a burden 
for the taxpayers. Men and women of col- 
lege age. unlike those in elementary school, 
are capable of earning and paying at least 
part of the costs. 


But as the percentages rise, so does the 


responsibility of the taxpayer. This is no 
small elite group being subsidized. They 
are e\eryone's sons and daughters. There 
have been some heartening trends among 
industrial and business leaders to recognize 
a responsibility on the individual's part in 
the needs involved in the growths of higher 
education so that government, through de- 
fault, does not bear the entire burden or 
have the entire control. Various govern- 
mental aids to private institutions also con- 
tribute in this direction. 


By next fall, more than 5 million Amer- 


icans will be'enrolled as full time students 
in programs beyond high school. By 1980 
this number will have more than doubled 
although in Wisconsin the timetable is a 
little shorter. Obviously the challenges de- 
mand all the ingenuity and planning of the 
best minds we have. They also require 
vision and even daring. If Wisconsin falls 
down on providing the opportunities, other 
states are not going to solve the problem 
for us of thousands of our high school 
graduates seeking education. 


In our opinion the question today is not 


whether Wisconsin should continue to ex- 
pand its educational institutions in both 
size and number as has been implied by 
Governor-elect Knowles, but how it can be 
done.

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Court's Ruling 
Key Decision 
In Civil Rights 


Unanimous Action 
Most Important 
In Last 10 Years 


BY JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court unanimously has 
given its most important civil 
rights decision since it declared 
public school segregation un- 
constitutional 10 years ago. The 
]954 decision was also unani- 
mous. 


The court Monday upheld the 


constitutionality of a key section 
of the much fought-over 1964 
Civil Rights Act which forbids 
racial discrimination in places 
of public accommodation. 


It ruled 
hotels and motels 


must serve all races if their 
customers or food move in in- 
terstate commerce. There may 
be some exceptions which don't 
affect 
interstate 
commerce 


They'll be few. The court didn't 
spell out details 


Two Ways 


The court could have reached 


Its decision in one of two way 
or both the Constitution's com- 
merce clause gives the govern 
ment power to regulate inter- 
state 
commerce,

Amendment guarantees all cit- 
izens equal treatment. 


The court based its decision 


on the commerce clause. But 
the road to Tuesday's action 
was 81 years long. 


After the Civil War quick ac- 


tion was taken to give newly 
freed Negroes equal rights. The 
13th Amendment to the Consti- 
tution (18651 said they were cit- 
izens; 
the 14th Amendment 


(18(58) said all citizens must get 
equal treatment, and the 15th 
(1870) said Negroes could not be 
denied the right to vote 


Between 1866 and 1875 Con- 


gress passed six civil rights acts 
to carry out the intention of 
those amendments One, in 1875, 
said Negroes must get equal 
treatment in inns, amusemcn! 
places and other public accom- 
modations
